Sunday 

Ogden liquor store 
open all weekend, 
provides service 
for community

Just off Kansas Highway 18 in the 
city of Ogden stands a quaint and hum- 
ble liquor store. Though its close walls 
have only housed alcoholic beverages for 
five years, the three-employee mom-and- 
pop shop has provided a big service to the 
small town, as well as members of the sur- 
rounding communities for the past two 
years. 

Pit Stop Discount Liquor is the only 
liquor-licensed store in the cities of Ogden 
and Manhattan that is open - and thriv- 
ing - on Sundays. 

Isom Morgan, Pit Stop owner, said by 
staying open seven days a week, he is pro- 
viding a community service. 

"I had so many requests from the com- 
munity asking me if we could stay open on 
Sundays," Morgan said. "I could use that 
day off, but it's what the people wanted." 

But getting the OK from the city was 
no simple task. 

Morgan said it took two years of lob- 
bying the Odgen city council to obtain the 
rights to distribute on the traditionally so- 
ber sale day. When the proposition first 
was presented to the city, Morgan said it 
failed - and quickly. But during the next 
two years, he and members of the commu- 
nity continued to voice their concerns to 
members of the city council, and when it 
was presented again in 2006, Morgan said 
the proposition passed unanimously, 5-0. 

"They just wanted me to make sure 
before I opened, members of the church 
across the street were home," he said. 

More than just Ogden residents were 
happy about the Sunday-seller, since many 
K-State students flock to Pit Stop at the 
start of the week to reap its benefits. 

"I love it when K-State students 
come," Morgan said. "A lot of the time 
when they have that Monday off, I see a 
lot more of them. All around, it's better 
when the students do come." 

He said his excitement is for two rea- 
sons: meeting new people and increased 
sales. 

Morgan said on an average weekday, 
Pit Stop will sell to about 65 customers. 
But on Sundays, that number more than 
doubles. Morgan said he will see about

200 people on average each Sunday. But 
it's not the money he really cares about 
- it's being able to provide the commu- 
nities, both Odgen and Manhattan, with 
what they want, he said. 

Morgan said he bought the space after 
he had retired from working at Fort Riley 



and turned it into a liquor store because 
he was looking for an investment oppor- 
tunity. Pit Stop became the most popular, 
and only, liquor store in Ogden. 

"We're the only one in town, so there's

Speaker focuses on diversity, students retention rates

More than 150 people were in at- 
tendance for the 26th annual Ches- 
ter E. Peters Lecture Series in Student 
Development to hear guest speaker 
Sylvia Hurtado discuss diversity con- 
cerning college success and retention 
rates. 

Hurtado is the professor and di- 
rector of the Higher Education Re- 
search Institute at the University of 
California Los Angeles. 

"We had a group of students vol- 
unteer to plan [the event]," said Chris- 
tine Moran, assistant professor in the 
College of Education. "They sat down 
and brainstormed, and ... when all was 
said and done, [Hurtado] was chosen 
based on her area of expertise and her 
knowledge." 

Hurtado's 30-minute presenta- 
tion, "Preparing College Students for 
a Diverse Democracy," was accom- 
panied by a PowerPoint presentation 
and focused on the ability of college 
freshmen and students of color to suc- 



ceed in higher education. She noted 
the importance of having students of 
all cultures actively involved in college 
activities and encouraged students to 
learn more about each other's cultural 
diversity. 

According to a 2008 freshman 
survey presented in the lecture, 78 per- 
cent of participating students felt they 
had a high ability to work with diverse 
groups, but only roughly 60 percent 
were willing to have their beliefs chal- 
lenged. Hurtado said there is an im- 
portant part of thinking about oth- 
er's perspectives or taking into consid- 
eration a new perspective, especially 
when problem solving. 

Hurtado provided national 
research statistics to support her 
findings in the presentation. Following 
the lecture, a 30-minute question-and- 
answer session allowed Hurtado to 
expand on topics addressed in her 
lecture. 

"I was very impressed," said Rya- 
ne Thomas, graduate student in speech

THIS DAY IN HISTORY... 



APOLL0 13 OXYGEN TANK EXPLODES 

On April 1 3, 1 970, disaster struck 200,000 miles from 
Earth when oxygen tank No. 2 blew up on Apollo 13, the third 
manned lunar landing mission. 

Astronauts James A. Lovell, John L. Swigert, and Fred 
W. Haise had left Earth two days before for the Fra Mauro 
highlands of the moon but were forced to turn their attention to 
simply making it home alive. 

Mission Commander Lovell reported to mission control 
on Earth: "Houston, we've had a problem here,"and it was 
discovered that the normal supply of oxygen, electricity, 
light and water had been disrupted. The landing mission was 
aborted, and the astronauts and controllers on Earth scrambled 
to come up with emergency procedures. The crippled spacecraft 
continued to the moon, circled it and began a long, cold journey 
back to Earth. 



The astronauts and 
mission control were 
faced with enormous 
logistical problems 
in stabilizing the 
spacecraft and its air 
supply, and providing 
enough energy to the 
damaged fuel cells 
to allow successful 
re-entry into Earth's atmosphere. Navigation was another 
problem, and Apollo 13's course was repeatedly corrected with 
dramatic and untested maneuvers. On April 17, with the world 
anxiously watching, tragedy turned to triumph as the Apollo 1 3 
astronauts touched down safely in the Pacific Ocean.

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Author's reading promotes understanding of Chicanos

stories "Requiem for the Poor," 'The Broken Web," and "Birthday" and the novel "Under the Feet of Jesus."

The K-State Student Union Little Theatre was filled 
Friday afternoon as the public flocked to hear Chicana au- 
thor Helena Maria Viramontes read from her work. 

Viramontes began by reading from her essay, "Four 
Guiding Principles," as a way to shed light on her back- 
ground of growing up in East Los Angeles. Viramontes de- 
tailed many of her experiences that helped to shape her 
identity as a Chicana writer. 

One such experience involved repeated encounters 
with an adviser during Viramontes' time as a graduate stu- 
dent in fine arts. The adviser, failing to comprehend the 
truth of Viramontes' writing, told her that her work was 
too specific, saying "The trouble with your work is that you 
write about Chicanos. You should be writing about peo- 
ple." 

Viramontes left the program. However, she said that 
particular experience shaped the goals she has for her 
works. 

"When I realized that certain people like him did not 
see [a Chicano] as a person, that's when I realized that I 
needed to use my art in whatever way I could to make peo- 
ple understand that we are human beings and that we live," 
she said. 

Yet Viramontes said she did not feel the need to write 
explicitly about politics to achieve this goal. 

"I felt that it was necessary not to bang people over 
the head with political statements, because I believe in hu- 
man beings and in the capacity of everyone to love," she 
said. "I knew if I showed you that we are human beings as 
well, that somehow we would make connections, and that 
would be my humble offering to our humanity. 

"So I knew I didn't have to talk about politics. I knew 
I had simply to show what being human was about." 

Viramontes read two sections from her novel, "Un- 
der the Feet of Jesus," which detailed the life of a Chicano 
family of migrant farm workers. Part of her selection relat- 
ed the experiences of a young man named Alejo who was 
sprayed by pesticides while in the fields. The passage told 
of the pesticides' effects on Alejo's body. 



Viramontes said the effects of pesticides are a constant 
concern for farm workers. 

Viramontes also read portions from her novel, "Their 
Dogs Came with Them." 

After the reading, Kelli Meehlhause, graduate student 
in English who has read "Under the Feet of Jesus," said 
hearing Viramontes read from her novel added to Meehl- 
hause's understanding of the piece. 

"Listening to her speak gives an impression of the dra- 



ma of what she writes about," Meehlhause said. "It helps 
you see it." 

James Thomas, graduate student in English, said he 
also thought hearing the author speak helped his under- 
standing. 

"It does a lot to bring literature to life," he said. "Words 
get flattened out on the page. Hearing it read gives it life." 

The reading was followed by a brief question-and- 
answer session and a book signing.

Newspaper bailouts compromise integrity of free press

I enjoy reading newspapers; I even oc- 
casionally write for one. This is why I am 
completely opposed to the bill recently in- 
troduced into Congress providing newspa- 
pers a government handout. 

Sen. Benjamin Cardin, D-Md., is spon- 
soring the "Newspaper Revitalization Act," 
as it is called by its supporters. The bill 
would allow certain newspapers under cer- 



tain circumstances to reorganize as non- 
profit organizations and avoid taxes. The 
bill would also prevent newspapers from 
making political endorsements. 

As the government always works, it 
is offering a lifeline for failing newspapers 
with some extra strings attached, which is 
wrong on two levels. Allowing these news- 
papers to escape intact is rewarding failure. 
These newspapers are guardians of freedom 
against government tyranny and can't do 
that when beholden to the government. 

Arguments for keeping failing news- 
papers around as nonprofits stem from the 
"public service" argument. However, the 
biggest public service that newspapers carry 
out is acting as a check on the government. 
The first and most important amendment to 
the Constitution recognizes the right for a 
free press. 

This free press provides a check on the 
government and has done so over history. 
The watchdog role taken on by the nation's 



newspapers has been a long and storied 
one. Thomas Paine's "Common Sense" was 
published during the Revolutionary War 
and offered reasons for fighting for indepen- 
dence. 

Political discourse in print continued 
through the Federalist and Anti-Federalist 
Papers over the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion. Then there is the case of Richard Nix- 
on's attempted cover-up of the Watergate 
break-in and the Pentagon Papers. 

Newspapers have investigated and dis- 
covered so much in the dirty happenings of 
the government that their absence would be 
noticed. Also, these actions would certain- 
ly be curtailed by the government if it had a 
choice. 

How free can a press be that comes to 
eat from the government's hand? Just by ac- 
cepting nonprofit status, newspapers are 
prohibited from making political endorse- 
ments. The general rule is that as time goes 
on, government tends to add to the restric- 



tions, rather than take them away. 

It wouldn't be long before the govern- 
ment began exercising control over content 
in newspapers. Then journalistic integrity 
would be supplanted by government loyalty. 

A free press is absolutely necessary for 
democracy. Notice that one of the first signs 
that Russia was slipping back into its au- 
thoritarian ways was the de-facto nation- 
alization of its newspapers, just as China's 
news is nationalized. 

Free press means press separated from 
government tax breaks or oversight. This is 
non-negotiable. Not now, not ever. Some 
newspapers might be dying, but others will 
come to take their places and provide pro- 
tection against overreaching government. 

Long live the news.

Retailers become more socially aware, draw in more buyers

While the bottom line drives a significant portion of the fash- 
ion industry, some companies are raising the standards of social 
responsibility while simultaneously gaining a profit. 

Melody LeHew, associate professor of apparel, textiles and 
interior design, recognizes this new catalyst in the fashion indus- 
try that is focused on the general sustainability movement. 

"The concept of sustainability emphasizes three intercon- 
nected themes - social responsibility, environmental responsibil- 
ity and economic responsibility - also known as the triple bot- 
tom line where organizations make decisions with potential im- 
pacts on people, planet and profit in mind," LeHew said. 

Los Angeles-based American Apparel is known not only for 
its innovative fashion and nontraditional marketing methods, but 
also for being socially progressive. Since its creation, the verti- 
cally integrated manufacturer has emphasized the importance of 
maintaining a positive work environment for its employees. 

Its Web site discusses this commitment and notes how Amer- 
ican Apparel garment workers make an average income of $12 
an hour and are also provided with a variety of benefits, including 
health insurance and free English as a Second Language classes. 

American Apparel's employee treatment standards have 
prompted many to use the company as their primary apparel sup- 
plier. The Manhattan custom T-shirt store Thread uses merchan- 
dise from American Apparel. 

"It's nice when a company combines social responsibility 
with progressive fashion," said Thread manager Sean Conner. 

TOMS Shoes is perhaps one of the most intriguing fashion 
companies in terms of social responsibility practices, as it was 
created for the sole purpose of providing shoes to improverished 
children. 



Its Web site displays the phrase "One for One," which en- 
compasses the following practice: "For every pair you purchase, 
TOMS will give a pair of shoes to a child in need." The shoes have 
become increasingly popular among social activists and fashion 
conscious consumers alike and have thus resulted in the dona- 
tion of more than 140,000 pairs of shoes to needy children. 

One of the leaders in producing environmentally friendly ap- 
parel is activewear company Patagonia. Patagonia's business phi- 
losophy is structured around the concept of environmentalism, 
with its mission statement reading, "Build the best product, cause 
no unnecessary harm, use business to inspire, and implement so- 
lutions to the environmental crisis." 

Megan Dexheimer, senior in apparel and textiles, said she 
views Patagonia as one of the most socially responsible compa- 
nies in the industry today. 

"A lot of Patagonia's products were made from recycled 
materials before the green movement was widely adopted," she 
said. 

Patagonia has been successful in gaining consumer support 
because of the company's environmental and social responsibili- 
ty practices. 

"You do have to pay more for their products, but it makes 
you feel better when you're supporting a company that takes care 
of the people who make those products," Dexheimer said. 

While the environmental and social responsibility practices 
might not be new, manufacturers are doing a better job of using 
them as a marketing strategy, LeHew said. 

"It is true that apparel companies are better at communicat- 
ing their socially responsible strategies to consumer segments to- 
day," LeHew said, adding that as companies work to maintain 
a positive record of social responsibility, consumers will also be 
more aware of what is going on behind the scenes as their mer- 
chandise is produced and sold.

The Wildcats were down to their final 
three outs Saturday afternoon - three outs 
from falling to the No. 15 Texas A&M Ag- 
gies and losing their third straight series to 
a Big 12 South team this season. 

The series was tied at one game apiece, 
and the Aggies were ahead 3-2 heading 
into the bottom of the ninth and looking 
to take the series after losing game two 
Friday evening. 

However, with one out and fellow 
Wildcat Jason King on second base and 
Rob Vaughn on first base, pinch hitter 
Michael Kindel singled through the right 
side and brought King home, giving 
K-State a sudden spark. 

Following the single, Vaughn advanced 
to third base with Carter Jurica coming to 
the plate. On a 1-2 pitch with one out, Ju- 
rica was able to hit a fly ball deep enough 
to right field to bring Vaughn home and 
give the Wildcats the win and the series. 

With the two wins in the series, K-State 
improved to 26-9 overall this season, and 

7- 5 in the Big 12 Conference. Meanwhile, 
Texas A&M dropped to 21-14 overall and 

8- 7 in the Big 12. 

After dropping the opening game of 
the series 4-2 on Friday afternoon to the 
Aggies, it looked as though K-State would 
yet again fall victim to the Big 12 South. 

Wildcat starting pitcher Lance Hodge 
was able to throw six innings of shut-out 
baseball, and the Wildcats held a 2-0 lead 
following a single down the third base line 
by Jason King, bringing in Drew Beiry. 

However, the Aggie bats would come 
alive in the eighth inning. After Kevin 
Gonzalez doubled to right center, Hodge 
was pulled from the game and replaced by 
James Allen. 

Allen was unable to slow the mo- 



mentum built by Gonzalez's double as 
the Aggies exploded for four hits and four 
runs in the inning and took a 4-2 lead that 
would sink K-State in the first game of the 
series. 

The Aggies held the lead for the short 
remainder of the game. 

Despite the loss, it wasn't difficult 
for Wildcat fans to be optimistic prior to 
the second game of the doubleheader on 
Friday, as the dominant A.J. Morris was 
scheduled to take the mound for K-State 
just one hour later for game two. 

Morris, who led the nation in wins 
with eight prior to taking the mound Fri- 
day, gave K-State a chance to tie the series 
before heading into Saturday, and deliv- 
ered just as he has all season long. 

The Wildcats took a quick 3-0 by the 
second inning, as K-State strung together 
three singles by the middle of the lineup. 

The lead proved to be enough for 
Morris, who tossed five complete innings 
before the Aggies could push across a run, 
when Kyle Colligan blasted a two-run 
home run. Morris got out of the inning 
with the home run being the only damage 
done by the Aggies. 

He was pulled in the following in- 
ning after giving up two runs and anoth- 
er home run, this time by Brodie Green. 
With the Wildcats up 5-4, sophomore 
Thomas Rooke replaced Morris on the 
mound and preserved the precious lead to 
give the Wildcats the victory and tie the 
series at 1 game apiece. 

With the victory, Morris improved to 
9-0 on the season, tying a single season re- 
cord for victories by a Wildcat pitcher. 

K-State is scheduled to return to ac- 
tion on Tuesday at Tointon Family Sta- 
dium, when they take on in-state rival 
Wichita State in a two-game series. First 
pitch is scheduled for 6:30 p.m. and will 
be televised on Cox Cable Channel 22.

K-State guard Shalee 
Lehning was selected as 
the 25th overall selection in 
the second 
round of the 
2009 WNBA 
Draft by 
the Atlanta 
Dream on 
Thursday af- 
ternoon at 
the WNBA's 
annual draft 
event in Se- Lehning 
caucus, N.J. 

Lehning 
became the 

sixth player in school histo- 
ry to be selected during the 
WNBA Draft and the eighth 
player overall to become a 
part of the league. 

"We are extremely proud 
of Shalee and are so excited 
about her selection as the 25 
pick in the WNBA Draft," 
said K-State head coach 
Deb Patterson. "She has a 
tremendous opportunity to 
impact a team in Atlanta 
that needs a point guard to 
lead the franchise to a new 
level of competitiveness. 
Shalee is tremendous at 
maximizing the abilities of 
those she competes with." 

Atlanta will enter its 
second year of existence as 
a franchise in the WNBA. 
The Dream finished with 
a 4-30 record in its debut 
season in 2008 and owned 
the first pick of the 2009 
WNBA Draft. The Dream 
selected forward and two- 
time Ail-American Angel 
McCoughtry from Louis- 
ville with the first overall 
pick and Jessica Morrow of 
Baylor with the 27th overall 
selection and the first pick 
of the third round. 

Lehning received As- 
sociated Press All-America 
honorable mention and was 
also named to the Lowe's 
All-Senior All-America first 
team at the conclusion of 
the 2008-09 season. The 
two-time All-Big 12 first 
team choice was a candi- 
date for a number of na- 
tional All-American honors 
including: a candidate for 
the Wade Trophy, a State 
Farm/WBCA All- America 
finalist, a finalist for the Na- 



ismith Trophy, a finalist for 
the Wooden Award, a final- 
ist for the Lieberman Award 
and a finalist for the Lowe's 
Senior CLASS Award. 

The product of Sublette, 
Kan., garnered CoSIDA/ 
ESPN the Magazine Aca- 
demic All-America third 
team honors during the 
2008-09 season, was a Co- 
SIDA/ESPN the Magazine 
All-District VII first team 
choice and earned her third 
straight Academic All-Big 
12 first team citation. 

The 2009 All-Big 12 first 
team selection finished her 
senior season as the Wild- 
cats' third-leading scorer at 
10.7 points per game, the 
team's top rebounder at 7.0 
per game and the Big 12 
Conference leader and sec- 
ond in the nation in assists 
per game at 7.6 per con- 
test. She is the first player 
in school history to record 
consecutive 200 point, 200 
rebound and 200 assist sea- 
sons. 

Her 229 assists this sea- 
son set a school record for 
assists in a season and set 
the Big 12 record for assists 
by a senior. She became the 
third player in Big 12 his- 
tory to record consecutive 
200 assist seasons. 

Lehning registered three 
triple-doubles during the 
2008-09 season to set the 
Big 12 and school record for 
triple-doubles in a season 
and owns five for her ca- 
reer, which is tied for third 
in NCAA history for triple- 
doubles. 

She finished her career 
ranked first in school histo- 
ry and second in Big 12 his- 
tory for career assists with 
800, ranked first in school 
history for career minutes 
played with 4,271, ranked 
fourth in school history for 
career rebounds with 914 
and 19th for career points 
with 1,189. She is the first 
player in Big 12 history to 
record 1,000 career points, 
900 career rebounds and 
800 career assists. 

Lehning is the eighth 
guard in school history to 
register 200 points in every 
season of her career and her 
final career point total is the 
llth-highest by a guard in 
school history.

For the second straight year, 
K-State claimed victory over the 
Kansas Jayhawks in the Kansas Cup. 

Head coach Patrick Sweeney 
bested the rival Jayhawks for the third 
time in four years, ruining senior day 
for 12 of Kansas' rowers. The Wild- 
cats started out hot, winning the first 
two races and giving the team a quick 
4-0 start. 

In the First Novice 8+, the Cats 



jumped out to a fast start and won 
by nearly 31 seconds. The Jayhawks 
would not falter, though, and came 
back to claim an 8-4 lead. For the 
second straight year, the Kansas Cup 
came down to the final varsity race. 

Last season, K-State had to rally 
from 8-0 deficit, and this year K-State's 
Final Varsity 8 won by 9 seconds.

Cats pick up 1st conference victory 
with defeat of No. 63 Cornhuskers

The K-State women's ten- 
nis team killed two birds with one 
stone this past Saturday, defeating 
its first ranked opponent of the sea- 
son as well as getting its first con- 
ference victory of the season, as the 
Wildcats beat Nebraska 5-2 at the 
Wamego Recreation Complex. 

The Wildcats (4-12, 1-8 Big 
12 Conference) entered Satur- 
day's against the No. 63 ranked Ne- 
braska Cornhuskers (12-6, 4-4 Big 
12) contest riding a 10-match los- 
ing streak. The Wildcats started off 
the match by winning two of three 
doubles matches to win the dou- 
bles point. The No. 1 combination 
of Antea Huljev/Nina Sertic won 
8-5, while the No. 3 doubles team 
of Petra Chuda/Katerina Kudlack- 



ova won 8-6, both at the Wamego 
Recreation Complex. 

Carrying momentum from dou- 
bles play, the Wildcats won four 
of six matches to clinch their first 
Big 12 victory of the season. Com- 
ing up victorious in singles play for 
the Wildcats were three freshman 
Mariya Slupska, Sertic, and Chuda 
and junior captain Natasha Vieira. 
With at least one freshman being 
involved in four of the five Wildcat 
points, coach Steve Bietau said he 
thought his underclassman played 
well. 

"I really liked what I saw from our 
freshman," Bietau said. "I thought 
Nina [Sertic], Mariya [Slupska], 
and Petra [Chuda] all took steps 
forward and played well." 

With the Wildcats winning their 
first conference match of the sea- 
son, as well as their first victory 



over a ranked team, Bietau said 
he was upbeat about his team win- 
ning. 

"I couldn't be more happy for 
our team," Bietau said. "I thought 
we came out and did the things we 
needed to do to win the match. I'm 
just happy for our girls." 

As the team defeated its first 
opponent in more than a month, 
K-State might need a different type 
of streak if they wish to make the 
NCAA Tournament. The Wildcats 
are scheduled to play host to two 
more conference opponent this up- 
coming weekend before the Big 12 
Championships April 23-26. 

"I certainly think winning can 
give a team momentum," Bietau 
said. "I think we'll just approach 
these last two matches [before Big 
12 Championships] as any other 
match, but winning always helps."

Split squads successful in weekends meets

For most of K-State's athletic teams, road trips 
are events that involve the entire squad. But for the 
track and field team, things worked a little differ- 
ently on Saturday. 

The Wildcats, who sent split squads to three 
different meets, got a rare opportunity to showcase 
their talents across the country. 

They took advantage, combining for five 
regional qualifying marks and four individual 
titles. 

Half of K-State's titles came in El Paso, Texas, 
at the UTEP Invitational. Senior Scott Sellers won 
his second consecutive high jump with a qualifying 
leap of 7-2 1/2. 

Sophomore Rok Derzanic captured a title in 
the 110-meter hurdles, finishing in 15.26 seconds. 
Senior Mike Myer, who has enjoyed a solid start to 
the outdoor season, improved his personal best in 
the 100, finishing fourth with a time of 10.24 sec- 
onds. 

K-State was also strong at the Sun Angel Clas- 
sic in Tempe, Ariz., posting three regional marks. 

Senior Liliani Mendez captured her first out- 
door mark in the 1,500 premiere, finishing in 12th 
place with a time of 4:24.80. 

Sophomore Jack Sachse notched his first mark, 
running the 800 in 1:50.19 to finish second. Se- 
nior Jason Collett, who also competed in the 800 
premiere, picked up his second qualifying mark of 
2009, finishing eighth with a time of 1:49.55. 

The Wildcats sent their largest group to the 
K.T. Woodman Classic in Wichita and came away

K-State is scheduled to participate in the Kan- 
sas Relays in Lawrence, the LSU Combined Event 
in Baton Rouge, La., and the Mt. SAC Relays in 
Walnut, Calif. All meets are set to begin on Thurs- 
day.

Fresh off a first-place fin- 
ish in last week's Shocker 
Classic, the K-State men's golf 
team headed to Columbia, 
Mo., today to compete in the 
Missouri Tiger Intercollegiate. 

The tournament is a two- 
day, 54-hole event that boasts 
a 14-team field, including two 
Big 12 Conference rivals in 
Iowa State and Missouri. Two 
rounds will be played today 
with the final round wrapping 
up Tuesday.

According to golfweek- 
rankings.com, K-State is 
ranked No. 62 in the country.

RIOTING IN THAI CAPITAL 
FOLLOWS STATE OF EMERGENCY 

BANGKOK - Swarms of anti- 
government protesters attacked the prime 
minister's car and seized control of major in- 
tersections in the capital and commandeered 
buses, bringing new chaos to the Thai capital 
as the country's ousted leader threatened to 
return from exile to lead a revolution. 

The government declared a state of 
emergency Sunday but, without the interven- 
tion of security forces, it was unclear how 
any bans could be enforced. 

Demonstrators demanding the res- 
ignation of Prime Minister Abhisit Vejjajiva 
controlled many streets in the city center. 
Police vans at some intersections were aban- 
doned and looted. 

Outside the Interior Ministry 
earlier in the day, a furious mob attacked 
Abhisit's car with poles, stones and even 
flower pots as it slowly made its escape. At 
least six people were injured. Police in riot 
gear nearby did nothing. 



OBAMA'S TWO DAUGHTERS NAME 
NEW 6-MONTH-OLD PUPPY'BO' 

WASHINGTON - Bo? No jest. 

The first family has settled on a first 
pet - a 6-month-old Portuguese water 
dog that the Obama girls are naming Bo. 

The selection was one of the White 
House's most tightly kept secrets. 

President Barack Obama's daughters, 
10-year-old Malia and 7-year-old Sasha, 
picked a black and white pup, a White 
House official speaking on the condition 
of anonymity told The Associated Press 
Saturday night. 

The dog is a gift from Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass., who owns several Por- 
tuguese water dogs himself. 

The Washington Post reported in 
its online editions Saturday night that 
Obama's daughters chose the name Bo 
for the pup because first lady Michelle 
Obama's father was nicknamed Diddley. 
The name for the dog was an apparent 
reference to the singer "Bo" Diddley. 



POPE URGES HOPE ON EASTER 
FOR END TO WAR, POVERTY 

VATICAN CITY - Pope Benedict XVI 
sought to give a message of hope on Easter 
Sunday to victims of wars, poverty and finan- 
cial turmoil, saying it was urgently needed to 
overcome the miseries that are plaguing Af- 
rica, the Middle East and other parts of the 
globe. 

Benedict delivered his "Urbi et Orbi" 
message - Latin for "to the city and the 
world" - after celebrating Easter Mass before 
tens of thousands of people who packed St. 
Peter's Square and the boulevard leading up 
to it. 

"At a time of world food shortage, of fi- 
nancial turmoil, of old and new forms of pov- 
erty, of disturbing climate change, of violence 
and depravation which force many to leave 
their homelands in search of a less precarious 
form of existence, of the ever-present threat 
of terrorism, of growing fears over the future, 
it is urgent to rediscover grounds for hope," 
he said. 



TAINTED CHINESE DRYWALL 
APPEARS IN KATRINA HOMES 

CHALMETTE, La. - Sulfur-emitting 
wallboard from China is wreaking havoc in 
homes, charring electrical wires, eating away 
at jewelry, silverware and other valuables, 
and possibly even sickening families. 

Chinese manufacturers flooded the U.S. 
market with more than 500 million pounds 
of drywall about the same time Katrina was 
flooding New Orleans, an Associated Press 
review of shipping records has found. 

The boom in imported building materials 
peaked in 2006, driven by domestic shortages 
created by the nationwide construction boom 
and a series of Gulf Coast hurricanes. 

The drywall apparently causes a chemi- 
cal reaction that gives off a rotten-egg stench 
and corrodes metal. Researchers do not 
know yet what causes it, but possible culprits 
include fumigants sprayed on the drywall and 
material inside it. The drywall is also made 
with fly ash, a coal byproduct.

no competition," he said. 
"If they opened up a liquor 
store there in Manhattan on 
Sundays, the bars would be 
mad, and if one liquor store 
opened, they all would have 
to open," he said. 

But in the small town 
of Ogden, Morgan said he is 
able to get to know his cus- 
tomers, which is something 
he would not be able to do as 
well in Manhattan, and also 
take a few liberties with his 
sales. 

Pit Stop sells all of its 
items at a floor price that 
includes tax. This, he said, 
makes it easier for him and 
the customer to see exactly 
how much they will be pay- 
ing before they get to the 
cash register - no mystery 
tax. He said Kansas liquor 
tax is 8 percent, and he ad- 
justs his prices accordingly. 

Though Pit Stop never 
runs sales, Morgan said his 
prices never fluctuate either. 

"My prices are front-line 
prices," he said. "I don't have 
sales because we're a mom- 
and-pop store. There's no 



need. But my prices never go 
up, either." 

Scott Sauber, junior in 
construction science, said he 
frequents Pit Stop on Sun- 
days when there is an all-uni- 
versity holiday on Monday 
or when special occasions, 
like birthdays, arise. Though 
the prices are slightly higher 
than those found in Manhat- 
tan, Sauber said it is worth 
the price and the 15 -minute 
drive if students are in need 
of a "Sunday Funday." 

"Their prices are higher, 
but we're just paying for the 
extra convenience for being 
open on Sundays, so it evens 
out. You just kind of got to 
accept it," he said. 

For K- State students 
wishing to make the drive 
on Sundays, Pit Stop is open 
from 1 to 8 p.m. Beer, wine 
and spirits can be purchased 
at the store, and kegs can be 
ordered no later than the Fri- 
day before the desired Sun- 
day. 

"People have a right to 
drink," Morgan said. "Being 
closed on Sundays isn't stop- 
ping anybody from drinking 
... that's why we're open."

pathology. "I thought it was much more thorough and in- 
sightful than I anticipated. It raised a lot of questions in my 
mind about the effect diversity can have on progress." 

During the Q&A, Thomas asked what students of mi- 
nority cultures can do to avoid becoming a spokesperson for 
a larger group, while still contributing to discussions. 

Hurtado answered by expanding on the role people of 
color serve in a classroom with limited diversity. Hurtado 
said students of color often feel obligated to speak on behalf 
of - and also are seen as - the spokesperson for diversity 
topics that arise in discussions. 

"When the question arises, faculty will turn to the stu- 
dent and say, 'Can you give us the answer?'" Hurtado said. 
"One of the things I think is really key is first the fact to re- 
alize that the student is there to learn and may not have all 
the answers." 

Hurtado also said instructors have a responsibility to 
ask how certain topics can be better understood to encour- 
age discussion. She said students should research diversity 
discussion topics themselves, instead of relying on students 
of color to act as representatives of their culture. 

The Chester E. Peters Lecture Series began in 1983. Ev- 
ery year, the dean of the College of Education sponsors the 
series in honor of Peters, an emeritus vice president for stu- 
dent affairs who served the university from 1947 to 1985.
